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Flight from virus epicenter due at ONT 


U.S. passengers from China to face screening, 


possible quarantine upon arrival Wednesday

A jet leaving the Wu- 
han region of China, fer- 
rying about 230 U.S. pas- 
sengers from the center of 
the coronavirus outbreak, 
soon will be headed to 
Ontario International Air- 
port, the U.S. State Depart- 
ment said Monday. 


The State Department 
has chartered a flight 
that will depart from 
Wuhan Tianhe Interna- 
tional Airport for Ontario 
on Wednesday morning, 
China Standard Time. It 
will arrive at ONT some- 
time Wednesday after 
making a stop in Anchor- 
age, Alaska, the State De- 
partment confirmed by 
email.
